No. 1806,—In exercise of the power conferred by Act I of "1870, the. following Rules 
for Quarantine against Plague have been made by the Government of Bombay, with the 
previous sanction of the Governor-General in Council: they have effect from the 28th ultimo 
in the Ports of Aden, Perim and the Somali Coast as a temporary measure :—~ 

J.—The Commander of every vessel, including tngtlor or other native craft, arriv- 
ing from the Coast of Yemen from Leith to Lohaiya shall, before entering the 
harbour, indicate by signal the port from which such vessel has come, 

11.—Such Commander shall not, except as hereinafter provided, allow any communi- 
cation, either with the pilot boat, except orally, or with the shore, or with any 
other vessel or boat in the harbour. 

I11.—Immediately on any such arrival being sigualled, the Health Officer of the Port 
shall go alongside the vessel and ascertain by enquiry from the “Commander 
whether any person on board is suffering, or has during the voyage suffered, 
from plagve, and if the Health Officer is satisfied by such enquiry that no 
person on board is suffering, or during the voyage has suflered, from plague, he 
shall direct the Commauder to take the vessel to the quarantine anchorage, duly 
appointed and notified in that behalf by the Resident, there to remain for a 
period of seven days from the date of arrival in the harbour. The Health 
Officer shall also direct the Commander to prohibit, during the period fur 
which the vessel remains at the quarantiue anchorage as aforesaid, all commu- 
nication except such as is hereinafter provided for between such vessel and the 
shore, or other vessels and boats in the harbour. 

JV,—If the Health Officer shall have reason to believe at the time when the vessel 
arrives in the harbour that any person on board is suffering, or during the 
yoyage has suffered, from plague, he shall direct the Commander to take the 
vessel to the quarantine anchorage as aforesaid, and there to remain for a period 
of fifteen days from the day of arrival in the harbour ; and shall further direct 
that during such fifteen days, intercourse between the said vessel and the shore 
or other vessels and boats in the harbour shall be prohibited as provided in 
Rule III. 

V.—If during the period a vessel is at the quarantine anchorage aforesaid, any case 
or cases of plague should occur ou board, the said vessel sball remain in quaran- 
tine for a period of fifteen days from the date of the last case occurring, and be 
subject to all the prohibitions provided for in Rules III and IV, 

VI.—When any vessel has been placed in quarantine as aforesaid, the Health Officer 
may direct the removal cf so many of the passengers aud crew as may not be 
suffering from illness, and whose services may not be required on board the 
vessel, to such particular spots as may from time to time be selected by the 
Resident as places of quarantine, there to remain for a period of seven days, or 
if the vessel has been placed in quarantine for fifteen days, for a period of 
fifteen days. Ifa case of plague occurs among such passengers and crew during 
any such period, they shall remain in a place of quarantine for a period of 
fifteen days from the date of the occurrence of the last case of such illness. 

VIL.—Any mails or cargo which may be brought by any vessel so arriving shall be 

Janded under such precautions as the Health Officer may deem necessary to 
prevent the spread of the disease. 

VIII.—It will be the duty of the Port Officer to facilitate the conveyance to all vessels 
in quarantine of such supplies of provisions, stores and other articles as may be 
required by those on board. Such supplies will be placed on tho boats of the 
vessels in quarantine, to be subsequently removed by members of their crews. 

IX.—All vessels arriving at Aden, Perim and the Somali Coast, which may have com- 
municated with vessels coming from the Cuvast of Yemen from Leith to 
Lohaiya, shall be subjected to the same quarantine as vessels arriving at Aden, 
Perim and the Somali Coast from the Coast of Yemen from Leith to Lohaiya.

Rules for the Medical Inspection of Vessels at the Port of Calcutta. 


Rule I.—The master of every in-coming vessel, on board of which there is either among 
the passengers or crew any case of cholera, smal]-pox, measles, or other epidemic disease 
common in India, or of diptheria, or scarlatina, or if two or more deaths from unknown or 
suspicious causes have occurred on tke voyage, shall report such case or cases to the pilot

Rule IV.—The Hoalth Officer, as early as possible after the arrival of the vessel in port, 
shall inspect it, and more especially its sanitary condition, shall enquire into the circumstances 
attending the case or cass of the said disease, shall arrange for the conveyance of all persons 
suffering from such disease to a hospital, unless such person, if suffering from a disease other 
than small-pox, or his friends, can make adequate provision elsewhere, and shall also arrange 
for the disposal of the dead, if any, if the friends are not able to make suitable arrangements 
or are unwilling to carry them out, 

Rule V.~ Where the disease or diseases in question, other than small-pox, is or are limited 
to one or two cases, the vessel shall not be prohibited from taking up the usual place of 
anchorage in the port, nor shall the passengers be detained on board pending the inspection 
of the Health Officer ; but the master of the vessel shall be held responsible that no passenger 
suspected of having such disease is allowed to depart before this inspection. 

Rule VI.—Where cases otier than small-pox have been more numerous than two, or 
when from their occurring on a pilgrim or emigrant ship, or for other special reasous, farther 
precaution may be deemed advisable, the vessel shall anchor at Meteabrooj ghat, and none.of 
the passengers shall be allowed to leave until the Health Officer has made his inspection. 

Rule V1I.—I1n case of small-pox (even on the occurrence of one case only) the vessel 
shall anchor at Meteabrooj gbft, and none of the passengers or crew shall be allowed to leave 
until the Health Officer of the Port has made hii pection and given permission, It shall 
bo the duty of the Health Officer of the Port to vaccinate or have vaccinated all persons who 
appear to require this protection, and to arrange with the police for the removal to hospital 
of all affected persons after their bodies have heen anvinted with carbolised oil or other 
disinfectant. 

Rule VIIT.—Vessels coming under these last two rules shall be thoroughly cleansed ‘and 
disinfected in the manner provided by the rules made under the Indian Ports Act, 1889.
